ABSTRACT  OF  THK  I! E PORT. 


The  criminal  statistics  are  collected,  compiled  and  published  under  authority  of 
the  Act  respecting  Census  and  Statistics,  4-5  Edward  VII,  Chapter  5.  Revised  Statutes 
of  Canada. 

The  annexed  report  is  made  up  of  (1)  Indictable  offences  and  (2)  Summary  Convic- 
tions, the  former  being  divided  into  the  following  six  classes  :  I,  offences  against 
the  person  ;  II,  offences  against  property  with  violence  ;  III,  offences  against  property 
without  violence  ;  IV,  malicious  offences  against  property  ;  V,  forgery  and  offences 
against  the  currency,  and  VI,  other  offences  not  included  in  the  foregoing  classes.  All 
cases  tried  by  Police  and  other  Magistrates  under  the  Acts  respecting  "  Speedy  Trials" 
and  "  Summary  Trials  by  Consent"  are  included  with  indictable  offences.  The  summary 
convictions  represent  the  cases  disposed  of  under  authority  of  the  "  Act  respecting  sum- 
mary proceedings  before  Justices  of  the  Peace."  / 

INDICTABLE  OFFENCES. 

There  were  24,078  charges  and  18,320  convictions  for  indictable  offences  throughout 
the  several  provinces  of  Canada,  during  the  year  ended  30th  September  1913,  as  com- 
pared with  20,168  charges  and  15,567  convictions  in  1912,  or  an  increase  of  19-28  per 
cent  for  the  former  and  17'69  for  the  latter  during  the  year.  The  provinces  showing 
the  higher  percentages  of  increase  were  New  Brunswick  39-26,  Saskatchewan  32  54, 
Alberta  25-77  and  Manitoba  21-50,  while  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Territories  show 
decreases.

Le  rapport  ci-joint  se  compose  (1)  des  delits  criminels  ou  justiciables  d'un  jury  et

six  classes,  savoir  :  Classe  I,  outrages  contra  la  personne  ;  Classe  II,  delits  avec  violence 
contre  la  propriete  ;  Classe  III,  delits  sans  violence  contre  la  propri6t^  ;  Classe  IV, 
dommages  malicieux  a  la  propri^t^  ;  Classe  V,  faux  et  delits  par  rapport  k  la  monnaie  ;

DELITS  CRIMINELS  OU  JUSTICIABLES  d'UN  JURY. 

II  y  a  eu  24,078  accusations  et  18,320  condamnations  pour  delits  criminels  dans  les 
differentes  provinces  du  Dominion  durant  I'annee  terminee  le  30  septembre  1913,  com- 
parativement  a  20,168  accusations  et  15,567  condamnations  en  1912,  soit  une  augmen- 
tation de  19.28  pour  cent  dans  les  premieres  et  de  17.69  pour  cent  dans  les  dernieres 
durant  I'annee.  Les  provinces  montrant  les  plus  fortes  augmentations  pour  cent  sont  le 
Nouveau-Brunswick,  39.26  ;  la  Sa,skatche\van,  32.54  ;  I'Alberta,  25.77,  et  le  Manitoba, 
21.50;  tandis  que  la  Nouvelle-Ecosse  et  les  Territoires  du  Nord-Ouest  indiquent  des 
diminutions.

As  shown  by  this  table,  the  percentage  of  acquittals  in  191.3  was  above  the 
general  average  in  British  Columbia,  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Yukon,  Ontario  and  Nova 
Scotia,  and  under  the  average  in  Manitoba,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Quebec.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  number  of  convictions  per  100,000 
inhabitants  has  increased  in  Canada  during  the  year  from  208  to  236;  the  lower  figures 
being  found  in  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New  Brunswick  and  the  higher  in  British 
Columbia  and  Alberta.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  young  offenders  has  increased  in 
all  the  provinces,  except  Alberta  and  British  Columbia.  According  to  the  same  table 
there  were,  in  round  numbers,  30  young  olTenders  to  every  100,000  of  the  population  in 
Canada,  in  1913,  the  higher  ratios  being  found  in  Manitoba,  Ontario  and  Quebec,  with 
an  averAge  of  48-4:3  and  31  respectively  per  100,000  inhabitants,  and  the  lower  figures 
in  Alberta,  Saskatchewan  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  with  an  average  of  1,  3  and  4 
respectively.

The  offenders  whose  cases  were  disposed  of  by  the  Juvenile  Courts  received  the  fol- 
lowing sentences  :  261  were  sent  to  charitable  or  detention  homes  and  to  industrial  or 
reform  schools,  51  were  fined,  7  were  committed  to  jail  without  option  and  1,313  were  let 
go  on  probation  or  suspended  .sentence  after  liaving  received  a  reprimand.

As  shown  by  the  above  table  the  number  of  female  offenders  has  increased  from 
709  in  1912  to  940  in  1913.  This  table  al.so  shows  an  average  of  12  female  criminals 
for  every  100,000  inhabitants  in  Canada,  distributed  by  provinces  as  follows  ;  Mani- 
toba 24,  Ontario  18,  British  Columbia  16,  Yukon  12,  Nova  Scotia  and  Alberta  9  each, 
Quebec  7,  Saskatchewan  5  and  New  Brunswick  2.  Out  of  the  above  number  of  female 
criminals  in  1913,  2  were  convicted  for  manslaughter,  10  for  concealing  births  of  infants, 
1  for  abortion,  2  for  incest,  8  for  bigamy,  7  for  desertion  and  cruelty  to  children,  5  for 
procuration,  8  for  shooting,  stabbing  and  wounding,  93  for  neglecting  and  refusing  to

As  shown  by  the  above  table  the  number  of  charges  in  this  class  of  offences  has 
increased  from  4,678  in  1912  to  5,825  in  1913,  and  the  number  of  convictions  from 
3,486  to  4,256,  an  increase  of  24-52  per  cent  for  charges  and  22-09  per  cent  for  con- 
victions during  the  year. 


Distributed  by  provinces  the  offences  in  this  class  are  as  follows  :  for  murder,  7 
convictions  in  British  Columbia,  4  each  in  Ontario  and  Sa.skatchewan,  3  in  Alberta,  2 
each  in  Nova  Scoiia  and  Manitoba  and  1  in  Quebec.  Out  of  the  7  persons  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  Briti.sh  Colun  bia,  one  was  born  in  Canada,  2  in  Epgland,  one  in  Ireland, 
and  3  in  foreign  countries;  of  the  4  returned  for  Ontario,  2  were  born  in  Canada, 
one  in  England  and  one  in  Ireland  ;  of  the  4  from  Saskatchewan,  one  was  b  rn  in 
Ensiland  md  3  in  foreign  countries  ;  of  the  3  from  Alberta,  one  was  born  in  Scotland, 
one  in  thu  United  States  and  one  in  a  foreign  country  ;  the  two  returned  for  Nova 
Scotia  were  Horn  in  Canada  ;  one  of  the  t\v :  oonvicted  in  Manitoba  was  English  and 
the  other  foreign  born  ;  tlie  one  returned  from  Quebec  was  foreign  born. 

The  preceding  paragraph  Orings  out  the  fact  that  out  of  the  23  persons  convicted 
of  murder  in  the  several  pro\inces  of  the  Dominion  during  the  year  1913,  five  only  were 
born  in  Canada,  as  against  18  born  in  other  countries. 

For  attempt  to  commit  murder  there  werp  29  convictions,  by  provinces  as  follows  ; 
10  in  Quebec,  7  in  Albert^),  4  each  in  Saskatchewan  and  British  Columbia,  3  in  (Jntario 
and  1  in  Nova  Scotia.  Of  the  10  persons  found  guilty  of  this  crime  in  Quebec  (9  of 
whom  were  t'-ied  in  the  District  of  Montreal)  2  were  born  in  Canada,  2  in  the  United

It  will  be  seen  trom  the  above  that  Class  II F,  offences  against  property  without 
violence,  which  includes  theft  or  larceny,  represents  57  90  per  cent  of  the  total  convic- 
tions, followed  by  Class  I,  ofifences  against  the  person,  with  23  23  per  cent;  the  two 
classes  combined  forming  81  13  percent  of  the  whole,  as  against  18 '87  per  cent  for 
the  ot'.er  four  classes  of  offences. 

Out  of  the  18,320  persons  convicted  of  indictable  offences  during  the  year,  4,655 
■were  sentenced  to  jail  with  the  option  of  a  fine,  5,203  to  jail  for  less  than  1  year,  798  to 
jail  for  one  year  and  less  than  two,  1,007  were  sent  to  penitentiary  for  two  years  and

The  occupations  followed  by  the  oll'enders  are  represented  in  the  following  order, 
per  100,  according  to  classes  :  agricultural  G,  Commercial  21,  Domestic  9,  Industrial 
12,  Professional  1  and  Labourers  51.  The  figures  given  for  labourers  are  out  of  pro- 
portion when  compared  with  those  of  the  other  classes,  and  it  is  therefore  evident  that 
a  good  number  of  cases  returned  as  "  general  labourers  "  should  have  been  given  as 
"  f ,irm  labourers",  commei'cial  labourers "  or  "  industrial  labourers "  to  which  classe.s 
they  properly  belong.  For  every  100  convicted,  71  were  single,  28  married  and  1 
widowed  ;  ninety  six  in  every  hundred  had  an  elementary  education,  two  had  a  superior 
education  and  two  were  unable  to  read  or  write  ;  16  59  per  cent  of  the  convicted  were 
under  16  years  of  age,  1711  per  cent  from  16  to  20  \'ears,  54  71  per  cent  from  21  to 
39  \'ears  and  1119  per  cent  were  40  j  ears  and  over  ;  44  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  persons  convicted  used  liiiuor  moderately,  17  per  cent  immoderately  and  39  per  cant 
were  either  "non-drinkers"  or  not  given  ;  91  per  cent  were  returned  as  living  in  urban 
and  9  per  cent  in  rural  districts. 

The  number  of  offenders  born  in  Canada  represented  52.26  per  cent  of  the  total  con- 
victions ;  the  British  born  outside  of  Canada,  21.06  per  cent;  those  born  in  the  United 
States,  8.34  per  cent,  and  those  born  in  other  foreign  countries,  18.34  percent.  Accord- 
ing to  the  last  Census,  the  Canadian  born  constituted  77.9  per  cent  of  the  total  popula- 
tion ;  the  British  born  outside  of  Canada,  11.06  per  cent;  those  born  in  the  I'nited  States, 
4.2  per  cent,  and  those  born  in  other  foreign  countries,  6.2  per  cent. 

Of  the  total  number  of  criminals  whose  religious  denominations  were  given  in  the 
last  yearly  returns,  39.53  per  cent  were  Roman  Catholics,  15.39  per  cent  Anglicans, 
9.68  per  cent  Presbyterians,  7.91  per  cent  Methodists,  2.62  per  cent  Baptists  and  24.87 
per  cent  Protestants  and  other  denominations.  According  to  the  last  Census,  the 
Roman  Catholics  had  39.31  per  cent  of  the  total  popu'ation,  the  Anglicans  14.47,  per 
cent,  the  Presbyterians  15.48  per  cent,  the  Methodists  14.98  per  cent,  the  Baptists  5.31 
per  cent,  leaving  10.45  per  cent  for  Protestants,  other  denominations,  etc. 

Of  the  24,078  persons  charged  with  indictable  offences  throughout  the  Dominion 
during  the  year,  1,086  were  tried  by  a  jury  in  the  several  provinces  as  follows  :  330  in 
Ontario,  196  in  Saskatchewan,  160  in  British  Columbia,  127  in  Alberta,  122  in  Quebec, 
72  in  Nova  Scotia,  54  in  Manitoba,  13  in  New  Brunswick,  7  in  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  5  in  the  Yukon.  There  were  3,526  cases  disposed  of  under  the  Speedy  Trials  Act, 
by  provinces  as  follows  :  Ontario  1,148,  Quebec  976,  Alberta  406,  Saskatchewan  330, 
British  Columbia  307,  Nova  Scotia  242,  Manitoba  68,  New  Brunswick  49.  The  ca-ses 
dispo.sed  of 'by  Police  Magistrates  or  other  Justices  of  the  Peace,  numbered  19,466, 
distributed  by  provinces  as  follows:  Ontario  8,285,  Quebec  2,511,  British  Columbia 
2,303,  Alberta  2,207,  Manitoba,  1,688,  Saskatchewan  1,684,  Nova  Scotia  594,  New

.summary  convictions  during  the  year,  the  principal  increases  being  found  in  drunk- 
enness, from  53,171  in  1912  to  60,975  in  1913  ;  in  breaches  of  Municipal  Acts  and  By- 
Dnvs,  from  27,712  in  1912  to  31,283  in  1913;  in  vagrancy,  including  indecent 
exposure,  insulting  and  profane  language,  keeping  and  frequenting  bawdy  houses,  etc., 
from  21,072  in  1912  to  25,069  in  1913.  The  number  of  female  olYenders  in  summary 
convictions  has  increased  from  '6,705  in  1912  to  8,421  in  1913,  or  an  increase  of  25.64 
per  cent  during  the  year. 

Out  of  every  100  delinquents  in  summary  convictions  during  the  year,  79  were 
fined,  6  were  sentenced  to  imprisonment  without  option  and  15  were  allowed  to  go  with 
such  sentences  as  "bound  to  keep  the  peace,"  "  sentence  deferred,"  etc.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  that  Saskatchewan,  Quebec  and- Ontario  show  the 
higliest  ratios  of  increase  in  summary  convictions  during  the  year,  followed  by  Manitoba 
and  Alberta,  while  a  slight  decrease  is  shown  for  the  Yukon  and  not  a  single  case 
re'.urned  from  tiie  Territories.

*  The  absence  of  offencts  from  the  Northwest  Territories,  for  the  year  1913,  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  region  of  these  territories  from  which  returns  were  received  in  previous  years  is  now  comprised  in  the 
Province  of  Manitoba. 

According  to  the  above  figures  the  total  number  of  convictions  for  criminal  and 
minor  offences  has  increa.sed  in  Canada  by  18.16  per  cent  in  1913.  as  against  29.37  per 
«ent  in  1912.  These  figures  also  show  that  10.5S  per  cent  only  of  the  total  convictions 
in  Canada  were  for  criminal  offences,  distributed  bv  provinces  as  follows  :  Yukon  14.67, 
Ontario  12.59,  Saskatchewan  12.13,  Alberta  9.85,  Is'ova  Scotia  9.73,  British  Columbia 
9.62,  Quebec  9.14,  Manitoba  8.74,  New  Brunswick  5.96  and  Prince  Edward  Island  2.64. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  report  some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  list  of 
Judical  Districts  in  four  provinces.  The  tables  in  the  present  report  deal  with  the 
districts  as  now  constit'ated,  that  is  to  say  : 

In  British  Columbia  the  new  district  of  Atlin,  with  the  towns  of  Atlin  and  Prince 
Rupert  as  judicial  seats,  lias  been  detached  from  the  district  of  Cariboo  ;  the  old  district 
of  Clinton  is  now  absorbed  in  the  new  district  of  Yale,  and  the  old  district  of  West 
Kootenay  is  now  Kootenay,  making  eight  judicial  districts  in  the  province,  instead  of 
seven  as  formerly. 

The  province  of  Saskatchewan  has  been  redivided  into  seventeen  judicial  districts, 
instead  of  eight  as  before.  The  new  districts  are  Estevan,  Humboldt,  Kerrobert,  Mel- 
ville, Swift  Current  and  Weyburn  established  May  1,  1913,  and  Kindersley,  Scott  and 
Wynyard  est abli»^hed  July  1,  1913.  The  figures  in  the  tables  of  this  report  are  given 
for  the  eight  old  districts  as  tliey  stood  at  the  dates  given  above,  and  from  these  dates 
to  tlie  end  of  the  year  for  the  districts  as  now  constituted. 

Two  new  districts  have  been  added  to  the  list  in  the  province  of  Ontario  :  Kenora 
detached  from  the  district  of  Rainy  River,  and  Temiskaming  from  the  district  of 
Nipissing. 

In  Quebec  two  new  districts  have  aI.so  been  added  to  the  list  of  that  province  :

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In  Nova  Scotia  the  two  districts  of  Halifax  and  Cape  Breton,  including  the  cities 
of  Halifax  and  Sydney  and  the  town  of  Glace  Bay,  represent  69-73  per  cent  of  the  total 
convictions  for  the  eighteen  districts  contained  in  the  province. 

In  New  Brunswick  the  districts  of  St.  .John  and  Westlmorland,  including  the  cities 
of  St.  John  and  Moncton,  make  up  63'o4  per  cent  of  the  total  convictions  returned  for 
the  fifteen  districts  in  the  province. 

In  the  province  of  Quebec  wiiere  the  total  number  of  cunvictions  is  32,703,  the 
district  of  Montreal  alone  has  "26,994  or  82-24  per  cent  of  the  whole.  If  we  add  to  this 
number  the  figures  given  for  the  district  of  Quebec,  2,859,  the  percentage  of  convictions 
for  these  two  districts,  including  the  cities  of  Montreal  and  Quebec,  reaches  91 -28  per 
cent  of  the  total  convictions  of  the  whole  province,  as  against  8-72  per  cent  for  the 
remaining  21  districts. 

The  total  number  of  convictions  in  Ontario  is  58,799.  Out  of  that  number  the 
di-strict  of  York,  including  the  city  of  Toronto,  has  22,786  or  38  75  per  cent  of  the 
whole  ;  and  if  we  add  to  York  the  district  of  Thunder  Bay,  including  the  cities  of  Fort 
William  and  Port  Arthur  ;  the  district  of  Wentworth,  including  the.  city  of  Hamilton  ; 
the  district  of  Sudbury,  including  the  mining  towns  of  Northern  Ontario  :  the  district  of 
Carleton,  including  the  city  of  Ottawa,  and  the  district  of  Middlesex,  including  the  city 
of  London,  we  have  a  total  of  38,441  convictions  or  65-38  per  cent  of  the  whole  province 
for  the-:e  six  districts,  as  against  34-62  per  cent  for  the  remaining  41  districts. 

There  are  18,095  convictions  in  the  province  of  Manitoba  ;  out  of  that  number  the 
judicial  district  of  Eastern  Manitoba,  including  the  city  of  Winnipeg,  has  15,186  or 
83-93  per  cent  of  the  whole,  leaving  2,909  or  16  07  per  cent  for  the  four  remaining  dis- 
tricts 

In  the  province  of  Saskatchewan  the  four  judicial  districts  of  Regina,  Saskatoon, 
Moose  Jaw  and  Prince  xVlbert,  containing  the  cities  of  the  same  names,  make  up  71  -50 
per  cent  of  the  total  convictions  of  the  province,  as  against  28  50  per  cent  for  the  13 
remaining  districts. 

Out  of  a  total  of  19,426  convictions  in  the  province  of  Alberta,  the  two  judicial 
ilistricts  of  Calgary  and  Edmonton,  containing  the  cities  of  the  .same  names,  count 
14,917  or  76-78  per  cent  of  the  whole,  as  compared  with  4,509  convictions  or  23-22  per 
cent  for  the  other  four  districts  in  the  province. 

In  British  Columbia  the  number  of  convictions  totals  19,786,  of  which  11,900  or 
6014  per  cent  in  the  di-trict  of  Vancouver,  and  2,320  or  11-73  per  cent  in  the  district 
of  Victoria,  being  71-87  per  cent  of  the  whole  province  for  these  two  districts,  including 
the  cities  of  the  same  names,  as  against  28-13  per  cent  for  the  six  remaining  districts. 

The  number  of  convicts  in  favour  of  whom  the  prerogative  of  pardon  was  exercised 
during  the  year  1913  was  1,118  (1,049  males  and  69  females),  out  of  which  number  980 
were  liberated  on  ticket-of-leave,  73  on  deportation,  29  on  condition  of  good  behaviour,  29 
unconditional,  and  7  to  whom  the  lashes  were  remitted  ;  the  liberated  by  provinces  being 
as  follows  :  Ontario  406,  Quebec  166,  British  Columbia  164,  Alberta  115,  Manitoba  91, 
Saskatchewan  70,  Nova  Scotia  64,  New  Brunswick  31,  Prince  Edward  Island  8  and  Yukon

Of  the  total  number  of  liberated,  69  had  served  kss  than  one-fourth 
of  their  term,  243  one-fourth  and  less  than  one-half,  527  one-half  and  less  than  three- 
fourths,  and  276  over  three-fourths  of  their  time.  The  report  shows  that  19  death  sen- 
tences were  commuted  to  life  imprisonment  during  the  year,  but,  out  of  that  number, 
4  should  have  been  added  to  the  7  cases  returned  for  la^t  year,  making  11  commutations 
in  1912  against  15  in  1913.
